Hospital Auxiliary To 


Argument Pro And 
Con, Low-Rent Plan 


The Pahokee City Council ata 
regular meeting Monday. night 
heard arguments for and against 
the proposed low-rent housing pro- 
ject which the Pahokee Housing 
Authority is planning to build in 
cooperation with -the federal gov- 
ernment, 

Owners of rental property in the 
Negro section, who form the ma- 
jority of those trying to block the 
project argued at the meeting 
that the completion of the low-cost 
housing units would mean govern- 
ment competition with private en- 
terprise. They stated that many of 
their apartments and rooms in the 
Negro, section are already vacant 
and for the housing authority to 
build new, low-rent residential 
units would be injurious, if not 
ruinous, to their interests. They 
compared the tax money which 
they pay annually to the city on 
their privately-owned property 
with what the city would receive 
from tle new units which would 
be. partly exempt from taxation. 

Present at the meeting and 
speaking in favor of the project 
was a large group of civic leaders 
civic club representatives, health 
officials nad vegetable o 
The gist of their argumenta 
that recent impartial surveys and 
inspection tours of the Negro sec- 
tion revealed sanitation and living 
conditions in general in the area 
are in a deplorable state, consti- 
tuting a menace to the health of 
the entire community, and these

Farmers Urged To 
Sign For Program 


All farmers who have not signed 
up under the 1952 Agriculture 
Conservation Program should do 
so before March 15, 1952. Under 
the new procedure the operator 
must repopt what practices he in- 
tends to Carry out under the 1952 
program at the time of signing his 
work sheet. All farm operators, 
either owners, share croppers, or 
tenants are eligible to participate 
in the program and land operated 
may be owned or rented. 

Prior approval of the “county 
committee must be obtained on 
clearing land, use of sulphur and 
digging ditches for surface water 
control. Plariting of oats in the fall 
of 1951 must be reported not latter 
than April 30, 1952. Performance 
of other practices must be report- 
ed not later than January 15, 1952. 

All farmers in the Glades area 
who are interested in 1952 partici- 
pation and have not signed up are 
urged to,go to the office in the 
Sanders Building.before Marth 15,

Rardin Aids Church 
To Clear Land Title 


County Commissioner Paul Rar- 
din won unanimous support of his 
colleagues Monday in his move to 
have First Baptist Church prop- 
erty on Canal Street in Canal 
Point returned to the congrega- 
tion despite the fact that it had 
reverted to the county for non. 
payment of taxes on the land be- 
fore the church was erected. 

It seems that taxes on the land 
purchased for erection of a church 
building, had not been paid and 
were inadvertently overlooked in 
the transaction when the Baptist 
congregation took over the land. 
According to law the land was in- 
cluded in the delinquent tax sale 
and in 1945 foreclosure proceed- 
ings reverted the land to the 
county. 

In Monday’s action Rardin 
pointed out to the board that the 
land has been used for church pur- 
poses since the transaction and 
the board went-a long with him in 
his request that “said property be 
excepted from operation and ef- 
fect of the final court decree ‘in 
1945 foreclosure proccedings.” 

The property involved is Lot 35 
in Block 1, Pioneer Investment 
Company Subdivision of Canal 
Point.

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TALLAHASSEE — The closing 
date of March 15 for qualifications 
for governor may bring no new 
entries, and thus the field will -be 
limited to three bona fide candi- 
cates, Alto Adams and Dan Mc- 
Carty of Fort Pierce and Brailcy 
Odham of Sanford. All are busily, 
beating the bushes this week, as 
the first of the -sound wagons 
swung into operation and ads be- 
gan to appear in the newspapers. 
A federal jury convicted Bill Hen- 
drix; Tallahassee Klansman, of 
sending defamatory matter 
through the mails. He was, sent: 
enced to a year in federal prison 
on each of three counts, and fined 
$750. The fine was promptly paid 
by a bystander in the court, and 
Judge “Dozier A. DeVane freed 
Hendrix on parole for two years.

Peaslee Streets, Seats, MAGOR of Lake 
Park, Fla., announced today that 
he will seek the Democratic can- 
didacy for the Florida Railroad 
and Public Utilities Commission 
on a platform of ridding that body 
of its present position as “a mere 
rubber stamp for the communica- 
tions and power companies.”
